■ HAVING been elected to Lyme Regis Town Coun¬ 
cil in the May elections and given the chairmanship 
of its most influential committee soon after, Mark 
Gage is already setting out his plans for the future 
of the town. 

Born and bred in West London, Mark spent over 
20 years working in IT and Broadcast Engineering, 
mainly with BBC News, travelling the country to 
provide technical support to journalists, sparking 
an interest in current affairs and a "healthy dis¬ 
trust" of politicians. 

In 2003, Mark moved to Lyme Regis with his wife 
Alison and their two children. He now works advis¬ 
ing companies how to reduce their utility costs and 
carbon footprints. 

As a member of the local lifeboat crew, Mark has 
an interest in all things boating, as well as motor¬ 
biking. 


■ WHAT brought you to Lyme Regis? 

Alison and I were keen to get away from the breakneck 
pace of living in London, and to find somewhere with a 
better quality of life in which to bring up our children. We 
had visited Lyme on many occasions and had really fallen 
in love with it, so when we had the chance to look for 
somewhere, Lyme just seemed the natural choice. Although 
it was a big change for us, from the beginning it felt like 
home. 

■ WHAT prompted you to put yourself forward as a 
councillor in the May elections? 

My son was involved in the action group formed to save 
The Boys Club (The Hub), and talked me into getting in¬ 
volved, and it just sort of grew from there. I’m a great be¬ 
liever that you get the community you deserve, and that it’s 
not enough to just to sit around talking about how you want 
to see things get better - sometimes you have to put the 
time in. Lyme is such a wonderful place to live, but it won’t 
stay that way without a strong community helping to pro¬ 
tect all that is good about it. 

■ IN your election address you said you had previous 
experience as a councillor. Where was this? 

I was a councillor in the London Borough of Hillingdon 
for eight years, specialising in Planning and Economic De¬ 
velopment. Being a councillor in Hillingdon was very dif¬ 
ferent - there were a total of 64 councillors and the ward I 
represented had over 10,000 people in it, almost three times 
the population of Lyme. Some things were similar, though, 
like the wide range of incomes and social backgrounds. 

■ IN your vision for the town council, you gave a com¬ 
mitment to young people that you will deliver the 
long-awaited skatepark. How do you plan to do so? 



We have a site identified and a commitment from the dis¬ 
trict council to work with us to develop a park there. The 
next steps must be to work with the young people to agree 
a design and to apply for planning permission. What is 
clear is that we will not be able to do it all in one go; we 
will have to phase its development and proceed as funding 
allows. The young people of the town have waited too long 
for this, and I don’t want to see them wait any longer now 
than is absolutely necessary. I hope it should be possible 
to see the first phase started within the next 12 months. 
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■ YOU are very involved with the lifeboat station at 
Lyme Regis. Do you think the lifeboat service should 
be financed from the public purse, as are the other 
emergency services in this country, or is it better off 
being a charitable organisation? 

It’s been a true honour to be part of the crew at Lyme Regis 
and something I would never have dreamt possible before 
moving to Lyme. The RNLI is a unique organisation and 
one of its key strengths is that it is made up of volunteers. 
So the simple answer is no, it would be very difficult to 
continue this volunteer ethos if it became a government 
funded service. 

■ IF you could wave a magic wand, what would be 
your biggest wish for Lyme? 

I’d like to find a way for improving the opportunities for 
our young people. We need to drive the local economy to 
provide more high value jobs and to improve the availabil¬ 
ity of affordable housing for them. And if I could have a 
second go, it would be to reduce the number of seagulls! 

■ IF you could invite three great seafarers to dinner, 
who would they be and why? 

Captain Cook - it must have been fantastic mapping whole 
continents for the first time, Sir Francis Chichester -1 re¬ 
member following his progress as he became the first per¬ 
son to single handedly circumnavigate the globe and I’d 
like to find out how he managed all that time on his own, 
and finally, it would have to be a character from fiction, 
Long John Silver. He’s always suffered from a bad press, 
and I bet he would lighten the mood! 

■ HOW would you like to be remembered on your 
epitaph? 

He had an open and enquiring mind, didn’t hold grudges 
and smiled a lot. If you are asking what I would like on 
my grave stone, I would have to borrow from the late, great 
Spike Milligan and have “I told you I was ill”!

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Council's support for new 
Marine Theatre business plan 


THE new-look Lyme Regis Town Council has given its 
full backing to a new business plan for the Marine The¬ 
atre. 

The town council supports the theatre to the tune of 
£32,000 a year plus free office accommodation. But last 
year they had to provide a further £30,000 to stop the the¬ 
atre going out of business. 

One of the conditions of the additional finance was that 
a new business plan would be put together showing that 
the theatre could operate without additional council fund¬ 
ing. 

That business plan was presented to the Strategy and 
Policy Committee last week by David Edwards, the act¬ 
ing chairman of Lyme Arts Community Trust, which runs 
the theatre. 

In a report accompanying the business plan, the trust 
said the new 12-month budget realistically reflected both 
income and expenditure targets and that they would 
maintain an accurate cash-flow projection as well as 
keeping under review all income generating methods. 

It was also intended to draw up a policy for building 
reserves. 

A reassessment of staffing needs had been carried out 
and the report stressed the important role that volunteers

had in the running of the theatre. 

The report concluded that the condition and fabric of 
the building continued to be a source of concern to the 
trustees and that a recently completed survey would help 
to determine the next steps to ensure “the structural in¬ 
tegrity and condition of the theatre”. 

In addressing the councillors, Mr Edwards said the trust 
was very grateful to the support the town council gave to 
the theatre. 

Low wages 

The new business plan showed a small profit of £1,171 
for the year, having taken into consideration the £32,000 
funding from the town council and the increased grant of 
£7,500 from West Dorset District Council, most of which 
was paid back in commission paid to the district council 
run Tourist Information Centre for selling tickets. 

Answering questions from councillors, Mr Edwards 
said they had to ensure the operation of the theatre re¬ 
mained sustainable. 

Councillor Lucy Campbell drew attention to the re¬ 
duction in staffing levels, adding that the cost of wages 


was “extremely low”. 

Councillor Barbara Austin commented on the “wealth 
of local talent” in Lyme Regis and Councillor Michaela 
Ellis wondered whether there could be greater collabora¬ 
tion with Lyme Regis Museum, who were short of space. 

Councillor Chris Clipson said the council should recog¬ 
nise the tremendous amount of work that was going into 
the on-going running of the theatre. 

Councillor Terry O’Grady said discos were a good 
source of revenue and he hoped these could be introduced 
again at the theatre. 

Councillor Owen Lovell said a very close watch should 
be kept on income and expenditure at the theatre. 

He commented: “Drama and discos are not good bed 
fellows but they provide good funding and I hope this is 
something that can be looked at. We still have the same 
old problems at the theatre - the roof and toilets. It’s nice 
to hear that you are trying to build reserves. It is impor¬ 
tant that you do this. When seeking funding the first thing 
they say is what funds do you have. “ 

And he added: “I think the town wants a theatre.” 

District councillor Daryl Turner said WDDC was re¬ 
viewing its support for the arts across West Dorset in No¬ 
vember and he was hopeful that the Marine Theatre 
would get an increased share. 

Committee chairman Mark Gage said he considered the 
Marine Theatre to be the “jewel of Lyme Regis” and he 
acknowledged that the trustees and staff were working 
very hard. 


Councillors vote for expenses 


Police warning to 
adults: Don't buy 
booze for under 18s 

POLICE have warned that buying alcohol for under- 
18s is an offence that could result in an £80 fine or 
could be taken to court. 

The police recently received a report that young 
people had approached adults outsideTesco Express 
in Broad Street and asked them to buy them alcohol. 
One adult refused but the other agreed. 

PC Richard Winward said: "Tackling underage 
drinking, with associated litter and damage, is always 
a priority for us. However, although the local shops 
refuse to sell alcohol to anyone they suspect of being 
under age, it is clear that adults are purchasing alco¬ 
hol on their behalf." 

He added that such offences could be proved 
using CCTV evidence. 

Damage to cars 
in King's Way 

POLICE are calling for information after the wing mir¬ 
rors of three cars in Lyme Regis were damaged. 

The cars, all parked in King's Way, were damaged on 
Friday night and tampered with again on Saturday 
night.

LYME Regis town councillors have 
voted in favour of paying themselves 
expenses of £489 per year - but it is 
doubtful whether any or all of them 
will claim them. 

The amount which can be claimed 
for expenses is determined by the 
number on electorate, currently 
2,975. 

The previous council considered 
the matter but the majority were not 
in favour of the move. However, they 
left the decision to the new council. 

That decision was made at last 
week’s meeting of the Strategy and 
Policy Committee when councillors 
argued that having expenses could 
encourage single parents to put up 


for council in the future. The ex¬ 
penses will be paid in 12 monthly in¬ 
stallments of £40.75 but it is up to 
individual councillors whether they 
should claim or not. 

If all 14 councillors claimed ex¬ 
penses it would cost the council tax¬ 
payers of Lyme Regis just under 
£7,000 a year. 

Councillor Owen Lovell said he 
was not in favour of expenses being 
paid to town councillors and pointed 
out that no provision had been made 
in the current budget. 

He suggested that the matter be re¬ 
ferred to the next budget meeting 
when a decision could then be made. 

A proposition to pay expenses was 


proposed by Councillor Lorna Jenkin 
and seconded by Councillor Anita 
Williams. 

Councillor Williams pointed out 
that councillors who did not wish to 
keep the money themselves could 
gift aid it to charity. 

The decision to award expenses 
was carried by ten votes to four with 
Councillor Lovell asking for a 
recorded vote. 

Lormer mayor Councillor 
Michaela Ellis said that if any of the 
new council claimed expenses she 
would do likewise but donate the full 
amount to charity. 

District councillors receive ex¬ 
penses of just under £5,000 a year. 
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Cobb pontoon extended 

THE seasonal visitors’ pontoon in Victoria Pool, between 
Victoria Pier and the Cobb, in Lyme Regis, has been ex¬ 
tended. 

The pontoon has also been attached to the steps on the 
south side of Victoria Pier to enable access for visitors at all 
states of the tide. 

A light designed to warn vessels entering and leaving the 
harbour has been sited on the end of the pontoon and its char¬ 
acteristics are as follows: an amber slow-flashing light 0.5 
meters above sea level at position N50° 43.176, W02° 
56.125.

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Corinthians thwarted by strong 
tides but twinning progresses

THE Corinthian rowers 
from Lyme Regis were un¬ 
able to make it across the 
English Channel to 
prospective twin town 
Barfleur because of strong 
winds. 

The rowers planned to 
take a gift of local produce 
to the French fishing vil¬ 
lage as practice for the 
2,500-nautical mile At¬ 
lantic Challenge, which 
they will be taking on in 
December. 

The team - made up of 
Elliot Dale, Chris Walters, 
Tony Short and Brian 
Fletcher - left Lyme Regis 
at 7pm last Wednesday but 
12 hours later, at 7 am on 
Thursday, they had only 
rowed 15 miles and were 
being pushed by the wind 
towards the Portland Race. 
The team had to turn back 
and return to Lyme. 

Although disappointed 
about not reaching their 
destination, the Corinthi¬ 
ans said they were happy 
with the part of the row 
they achieved and learnt a 
lot about rowing at night. 
They hope to organise an¬ 
other practice row soon but 
not across the Channel. 

Residents of Barfleur, in 
Normandy, were also dis¬ 
appointed not to see the 
rowers arrive, but it didn’t 
stop them making plans for 


an official twinning with 
Lyme Regis. At a village 
meeting, six officers were 
elected to proceed with the 
twinning arrangements. 

Much in common 
Deputy Mayor of 
Barfleur, Michel Mauger, 
said: “We are very sad that 
the rowers could not come 
to promote our twinning 
with Lyme Regis but, of 
course, we understand why 
they were unable to com¬ 
plete the crossing.” 


Newly-elected president 
of the twinning group, 
Christiane Gancel, who 
has already visited Lyme 
Regis, added: “We feel we 
have so much in common 
with the town of Lyme 
Regis. We are a coastal vil¬ 
lage with a lovely harbour, 
and we have a small com¬ 
munity who simply love 
where they live, just like 
the people of Lyme Regis.” 

Barfleur is a 30 minute 
drive from Cherbourg and 


is listed as one of the most 
beautiful villages in 
France. In the Middle Ages 
it was the most important 
port in the country. 

Sheila Poupard, chair¬ 
man of the Lyme Regis 
twinning steering group, 
who visited Barfleur last 
week, said: “We are de¬ 
lighted with the response 
of the people of Barfleur, 
and now look forward to 
forging strong links with 
them and their village. 

“We are hoping to wel¬ 
come a party from Barfleur 
to Lyme Regis in Septem¬ 
ber.”

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Fears over safety of 
proposed cycle path

LYME Regis town council¬ 
lors have agreed to consult 
with the county county’s 
cycle expert before pro¬ 
ceeding with plans to estab¬ 
lish a cycle path along the 
new Cart Road. 

Before discussing the 
proposal, which has been 
on the council’s agenda for 
a couple of years, at a 
meeting of the Strategy and 
Policy Committee, former 
councillor Peter Williams, 
who uses the Cart Road 
frequently in a wheelchair, 
read a statement during the 
public forum session. 

Mr Williams, who served 
on the town council for two 
decades before losing his 
seat in the May elections, 
said the council would 
have to “abandon” its claim 
to having a “traffic-free” 
seafront if they approved 
the cycle path plan. 

He also called for an in¬ 
dependent risk assessment 
on the proposal, but asked 
that this be carried out at 
peak times when the Cart 
Road was busy and not 
early in the morning. 

He said there would also 
have to be full consultation 
with the owners of the 
Rinky Tinks ice-cream par¬ 
lour, beach hut owners and 
Dorset County Council. 

Mr Williams continued: 
“I probably spend more 


time than any councillor 
along this part of the Cart 
Road and see small chil¬ 
dren and adults just walk 
out of their huts without 
looking. 

“On many occasions I 
have seen cyclists impa¬ 
tiently trying to overtake 
pedestrians where there is 
little room. This is a place 
where an accident is wait¬ 
ing to happen. 

“To hire beach huts to the 
public and then put a cycle 
path in front where small 
children can and will run or 
even walk out, is totally in¬ 
considerate.” 

Town clerk Mike Lewis 
said he was seeking a 
meeting with the officer re¬ 
sponsible for cycle paths 
and they would also be 
consulting the county road 
safety team. 

Councillor Barbara 
Austin said there would be 
many health and safety is¬ 
sues to consider, pointing 
out there was a high vol¬ 
ume of children using the 
Cart Road in July and Au¬ 
gust. 

“We are responsible for 
ensuring their safety,” she 
said. 

Councillor Daryl Turner 


pointed out that the council 
was unable to stop anyone 
cycling along the Cart 
Road because there were 
no by-laws in place and a 
cycle path could be safer in 
the future. 

Councillor Lucy Camp¬ 
bell, who originally raised 
the idea of a cycle path, 
said it was not the idea to 
have a dedicated area for 
cyclists as this could cause 
a lot of conflict with other 
Cart Road users. 

“It will be better to have 
a combined use,” she said. 

Councillor Chris Clipson 
said they did not want the 
issue to “run on and on”. 

Mr Lewis said the coun¬ 
cil would take a decision 
after receiving proper ad¬ 
vice from the county. 

Committee chairman 
Mark Gage said: “We want 
to move this along as soon 
as possible. I am one of the 
guilty ones who cycles 
along the Cart Road but I 
always give way to the 
public.” 

Councillor George 
Symonds pointed out that 
some cyclists went along 
the Cart Road like “a bat 
out of hell”, adding: “I see 
this on a regular basis.” 


Too many meetings could put 
pressure on council's officers 


A TOWN councillor has raised concerns 
that too many meetings are being held in 
the evenings, putting pressure on council 
staff. 

Former Mayor, Councillor Michaela 
Ellis, objected to Operational Manage¬ 
ment Sub-Committee meetings being held 
in the evenings, rather than in the after¬ 
noons. 

She expressed concerns at last week’s 
Strategy and Policy Committee meeting 
that the Tourism and Advertising Sub- 
Committee had also moved their meetings 
to an evening slot, to suit the needs of the 
new younger council, most of which have 
daytime jobs. 

Referring to the town council’s admin¬ 
istrative officer, Vicky Stickler, Councillor 
Ellis said: “How will this affect staffing? 
We have a member of staff that comes to 
all the meetings to take the minutes. How 
will time off be given?”

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Library could face closure 
again in two year's time 


CAMPAINGERS have said they must look into an alter¬ 
native future for Lyme Regis Library, despite news that 
it is likely to be saved from cuts, or the service could face 
the axe again in two years. 

Library campaigner Councillor Anita Williams told the 
town council’s Strategy and Policy Committee last week 
that Lyme was at “serious risk” of coming back to the 
same situation in two years if alternative options for the 
library were not pursued. 

Possible future options include moving the library from 
its current Silver Street site to merge with another local 
organisation, such as Lyme Regis Development Trust or 
The Hub youth club, and using the existing site to build 
affordable housing. 

Councillor Williams explained that, despite news that 
the library was likely to be saved from county council 
cuts this year, it could be at risk again soon because the 
government is looking to scrap legislation that states local 
authorities must provide an accessible library service. 

Councillor Owen Lovell said the council needed to 
form an official view on the possibility of the library 
merging with The Hub. 

He said he thought there was “a lot of mileage” in mov¬ 
ing the service to Lyme Regis Development Trust offices 
at St Michael’s Business Centre instead, as the trust had 
planning permission for an extension and the library 
would tie in well with LymeNET. 

Councillor Williams said there would be plenty of op¬ 
portunities for debate after the current situation of the li¬ 
brary was finalised and it was known for definite that the 
service would not be cut.

“It is looking better now but until the county council 
meet in July it is not certain,” she added. 

■ LIBRARY campaigners will have to wait until next 
month to find out if their local service has been saved 
from county council cuts. 

Dorset’s Community Overview Committee met to discuss 
the future of Dorset’s libraries. Despite many councillors 
speaking in favour of saving all 34 libraries by reducing 
the number of new books and cutting transport costs 
across the county, it was deicded to pass the decision on 
to the Cabinet, which will meet on July 6th. 

The Cabinet will discuss four options - their preferred 
being to transfer the running of 10 libraries over to local 
communites and retain the other 24, including Lyme 
Regis but not Charmouth. 

Councillor Lorna Jenkin said: “I am beginning to un¬ 
cross my fingers; I must admit to a raising of my hopes 
for it is now almost certain that Lyme Regis library will 
be fully 

funded and resourced by the County Council for the 
next couple of years. 

“However, several councillors did refer to further fund¬ 
ing problems following the next County Council elections 
should the economic situation not improve. Lyme must 
continue to devise a more economical, improved and 
modernised service to future-proof the Library - or we 
might not be so lucky in 2013.

Service remembers historic burial 


THE Church of St Candida and the Holy Cross in 
Whitchurch Canonicorum marked the 400th anniversary 
of the burial of Admiral Sir George Somers - Lyme 
Regis’ most famous son. 

On June 2nd 1611 the body of Admiral Somers - the 
former Mayor of Lyme Regis who colonised Bermuda 
after being shipwrecked on the islands on the way to 
Jamestown, Virginia - was returned to Lyme by his 
nephew Matthew Somers. 

His body was landed on the historic Cobb harbour and 
received by a volley of muskets. It was then transported 
to Whitchurch Canonicorum for an honourable burial on 
June 4th. 

To mark the 400th anniversary, the Celtic cross memo¬ 
rial, which stands in the church, was decorated with a 
Bermuda flag, an assortment of seashells and a parch¬ 


ment scroll recognising the event. The cross was deco¬ 
rated by Lyme Regis and St George’s, Bermuda Twinning 
Association member Judith Pothecary. 

A prayer in memory of Admiral Somers was given by 
the Reverend Stephen Skinner at the recent Sunday Serv¬ 
ice of Pentecost, which was attended by twinning asso¬ 
ciation chairman and town crier, Phil Street, and his wife 
Dawn.

THE popular Charmouth Heritage Coast Centre this year 
celebrates its 25th anniversary, having been established 
in 1985. 

Past and present centre volunteers, trustees and support¬ 
ers recently gathered for a special buffet lunch to mark 
the occasion. 

Senior warden and centre manager, Meirel Whaites, has 
been at the centre for nine years. She said the lunch gave 
current staff members the chance to thank all those who 
had previously supported them. 

She added: “I feel very privileged to have been her for 
a third of the centre’s lifetime and I hope to continue 
working here and providing people with education and 
enjoyment.” 

Charmouth Heritage Coast Centre was established with 
the main aim to enhance people’s enjoyment of the local 
coast and countryside in a manner that encourages its fu¬ 


ture well being. 

The centre, from its earliest days, has always sought to 
change and develop in response to new opportunities and 
circumstances. Following the designation of the East 
Devon and Dorset coast as a World Heritage Site by UN¬ 
ESCO in 2001, the centre underwent a major re-develop- 
ment over the winter of 2004-05. 

In 2010, over 87,000 visitors were welcomed through 
its doors and taught over 5,000 school children on organ¬ 
ised visits. 

The centre is an independent charity and relies heavily 
on volunteers for day-to-day running, and also assisting 
on events and in a wide range of other roles.

THEATRE REVIEW

V OLUNTEERS at 
the Marine Theatre 
in Lyme Regis are 
giving of their time and en¬ 
ergy generously to ensure 
one of the smallest seaside 
theatres in the country has 
a secure future. 

3QB Productions (the 
3QB comes from the the¬ 
atre postcode) has been 
formed specifically to 
stage full-length shows, 
using local actors, to raise 
funds for the cash-strapped 
theatre. 

Their first venture last 
week, “Crippen”, a 
whacky melodrama in 
music hall genre, cleverly 
directed by Jenny Wiles, 
after just one month’s re¬ 
hearsal, was well received 
by theatre supporters and 
provides much hope that 
the Marine will not only 
survive its current finan¬ 


cial challenges but will 
prosper in the future. 

Dr Hawley Harley Crip¬ 
pen, of course, rose to in¬ 
famy by allegedly 
poisoning and dismember¬ 
ing his wife, hiding her re¬ 
mains under the basement 
floor before fleeing to 
North America with his 
lover only to be arrested 
thanks to the marvels of 
wireless telegraphy. 

But was it all a huge mis¬ 
carriage of justice? Many 
thought so. 

For their first production, 
and using the music hall 
vernacular, Jenny Wiles 
managed to bring together 
“a venerable company of 
exponents of the thespian 
arts ” together with some 
fresh talent and familiar 
stage names to those who 
are regulars at the Marine. 

The expectation was 


heightened for me when I 
took my place in the 
cabaret-style seating, 
which added much to the 
atmosphere of the evening, 
when I read the cast list 
and saw the names Sylvia 
Lee and Jean Heppenstall. 

As a young reporter (and 
I’m going back 40 years 
here) I covered many of 
the plays staged by Lyme 
Regis Dramatic Society 
when Sylvia Lee and hus¬ 
band Len were revered in 
local theatrical circles. I 
was much in awe of 
Sylvia as it seemed to me 
there was no role that was 
beyond her. 

And Jean Heppenstall, 
whose stage career goes 
back to the 1930s, was the 
driving force behind 
Lyme’s now defunct Com¬ 
munity Players who raised 
thousands of pounds for 
local good causes over a 
ten-year period. 

They both featured 
prominently in the opening 
music hall scenes and got 
the evening off to a rip¬ 
roaring start with their ren¬ 
dition of “Ain’t Got a 


Barrel of Money”. 

Along with another vet¬ 
eran of the local stage, 
Anne King, they featured 
in a number of roles 
throughout the show and 
proved that the years have 
not diminished their en¬ 
during appeal. 

3QB’s young recruits 
will have learned much 
from the trio’s mastery of 
stage presence and timing. 

And young recruits there 
were in the cast list so a 
huge pat on the back to 
Lowell Fachau (playing 
the roles of singer, barris¬ 
ter, removal man and 
saint) and Nicole Parkin¬ 
son Ward (singer, secre¬ 
tary, police sergeant, saint) 
for not being overawed in 
such distinguished com¬ 
pany and contributing 
much to the overall suc¬ 
cess of the evening. 

“Crippen” was one of 
those shows in which the 
cast took a number of 
cameo roles with the ex¬ 
ception of the three lead¬ 
ing roles played by Jerry 
Smith (Crippen), Diana 
Dixon (Mrs Crippen, 


known as Belle Elmore) 
and Yvonne Matthews 
(Crippen’s lover, Ethel Le 
Neve). 

Jerry Smith made a 
wholly believable Crippen, 
downtrodden by his glam¬ 
orous wife’s unrealistic 
stage ambitions, but plead¬ 
ing his innocence to the 
end. 

Sparkling 

Diana Dixon was a de¬ 
light as the dippy southern 
belle whose theatrical tal¬ 
ent lagged way behind her 
wardrobe, getting the most 
from the comic interludes, 
and Yvonne Mathews 
gave a highly impressive 
portrayal of Crippen’s 
loyal secretary turned 
lover. 

Mike Whatmore com¬ 
manded great attention as 
the music hall chairman 
and then the judge who fi¬ 
nally donned the black cap 
at the end of Crippen’s 
trial, whilst Scott Robson 
showed his versatility by 
taking five different roles, 
all portrayed in a profes¬ 
sional manner. 

Good support came from 
the other leading players - 
Hazel Cawte, Karen Hull, 
Phil Street and Maureen 
Yell - and a special word of 
praise for Pete Ward, a fa¬ 
miliar and oft-seen face on 
the local stage who im¬ 
pressed as the dour police 


inspector and Sir Marshall 
Hall as well as playing the 
part of St Peter with gusto. 

Off stage Penny 
Bartholomew (piano) and 
Rosalind Tarry provided 
the musical accompani¬ 
ment whilst Terry Smith 
handled the prompting du¬ 
ties, not an onerous task on 
the night I attended. 

Jenny Wiles’ behind the 
scenes crew included 
Richad Doney (production 
assistant), Jean Hepenstall 
(singing coach), Fred 
Humphrey and Steve 


Wilkins (settings), An¬ 
thony Hutchings (lighting 
and sound), Brian Matra- 
vers (scene painting), Net¬ 
tie Wakely (stagehand), 
Jacqui Ward (stage man¬ 
ager and props), Maureeen 
Yell and Hazel Cawte 
(costumes). 

This was my second visit 
to the Marine Theatre in a 
month. In May I saw Lyme 
Regis Operatic Society’s 
“Me And My Girl”, the 
best amateur show I have 
ever seen. 3QB’s first pro¬ 
duction was up there 


among the most enjoyable 
evening’s I have spent for 
many months. 

Both productions, were 
attended by near sell-out 
audiences, proving yet 
again what a wealth of 
stage talent which there is 
in Lyme Regis. 

There is a limit, of 
course, to how many 
shows local performers 
can commit to in a year, 
but local talent must surely 
play an increasing role in 
the future of the Marine 
Theatre.

Chairing his first meeting, 
newly-elected councillor Mark Gage 
laid out his guide for change 



A t this, the first 
meeting of the 
Strategy and Pol¬ 
icy Committee of this new 
council, it is appropriate 
for me to set out what I am 
proposing should be our 
priorities for the council 
and how I believe we can, 
in a spirit of co-operation, 
deliver these in the best in¬ 
terests of our community. 

The outcome of the re¬ 
cent election has left us in 
the enviable position of 
having a council that is 
made up of those with a 
great deal of experience in 
serving the town, and new 
councillors, such as my¬ 
self, who are joining the 
town council for the first 
time, bringing with them 
the energy and fresh out¬ 
look that will be needed as 
we take our town through 
these challenging times. 

I would like to take this 
opportunity to pay tribute 
to the hard work and loyal 
service of those council¬ 
lors who have left the 
council, and to say how 
much I look forward to 
working with those who 
were either re-elected or 
elected for the first time on 
May 5th. 

I’d like to spend some 
time addressing what I be¬ 
lieve should be our priori¬ 
ties for the next 12 
months, and the cultural 
and structural changes we 
need to put in place to en¬ 
sure the town council can 
work effectively in the 
best interests of our com¬ 
munity. 

I have discussed with the 
chairmen of committees 
and the Mayor how I want 
to see a council led by 
strong and accountable 
committee chairmen. To 
that end, we will this 
evening be debating minor 
changes to the council 
standing orders to clarify 
the role of the town clerk, 
as the council’s press offi¬ 
cer, and that of committee 
chairmen as those respon¬ 
sible for announcing and, 
where necessary, justify¬ 
ing the work of this coun¬ 
cil. 

As part of this I am also 
recommending that all 
committee meetings have 
a standard agenda item of 
“Chairman’s Update”, 
which will provide the 
chairman the opportunity 
to give a brief update on 
the work and priorities of 
their committee. 

At the start of this new 
council, we need to ensure 
that our structures allow us 
to work in the most effi¬ 
cient way, and concentrate 
the limited resources of 
members’ and officers’ 
time on making decisions 
that will benefit this town. 
With this in mind, al¬ 
though not for discussion 
tonight, I want to an¬ 
nounce that I intend to 


bring back to the next 
meeting of this committee 
for debate, and hopefully 
your approval, a review of 
our existing committee 
structure. 

Focussed committees 

Our committee struc¬ 
tures should be transpar¬ 
ent, easy to understand 
and work in such a way 
that they encourage the 
people of the town to at¬ 
tend and take part. Each 
committee should own 
and manage a clearly de¬ 
fined set of work streams, 
aimed at improving and 
developing specific as¬ 
pects of our town. The 
general public should find 
these structures easy to 
understand and know 
which committee deals 
with which area of busi¬ 
ness, should they wish to 
attend committee meet¬ 
ings or to lobby members 
of the committee. 

Committees should be 
focused on making deci¬ 
sions in an open and dem¬ 
ocratic way, and members 
of the council should be 
expected to arrive at meet¬ 
ings fully informed and 
ready to debate the issues 
requiring decision on the 
agenda. It is better that our 
officers’ time is spent pro¬ 
viding professional advice 
to allow members to pre¬ 
pare for the debate of 
committee, than to spend 
their time at that commit¬ 
tee fielding questions that 
are ill-informed and un¬ 
prepared. 

Presently, only small 
numbers of the commu¬ 
nity attend our meetings, 
and therefore, other than 
our excellent local press, 
the only way in which to 
communicate with the 
people of the town is via 
our newsletter. The 
newsletter provides an ex¬ 
cellent way of communi¬ 
cating with our electorate, 
and it’s therefore vital that 
we ensure that the content 
of it is engaging and 
meaningful. 

I want our first newslet¬ 
ter of the new council to 
give the committee chair¬ 
men a chance to introduce 
themselves and to explain 
to the community what 
they see as the immediate 
priorities for their commit¬ 
tee, and I hope that the 
first newsletter of this new 
council will be with our 


electorate very soon. 

The newsletter should 
not be our only way of 
communicating and pro¬ 
viding information to the 
town. Our present website 
is, in the parlance, not fit 
for purpose. With this in 
mind I have been dis¬ 
cussing what needs to be 
done to complete the re¬ 
design of the town council 
website, something I be¬ 
lieve we should see as a 
priority. 

I have also discussed 
with the town clerk how 
we can make our meetings 
more accessible and what 
support members might 
require to run “surgeries”. 
I want our council be 
known for its openness 
and the ease with which 
the community can engage 
with us. 

Moving on to planning 
(in its wider sense) -1 be¬ 
lieve the council has suf¬ 
fered in the past from not 
having a strategic plan that 
sets out the priorities for 
the council over the forth¬ 
coming years. Without 
such a plan we are at the 
mercy of events, and as 
the custodians of such 
large sums of the town’s 
money I believe it would 
be grossly irresponsible of 
us not to plan and priori¬ 
tise what we are trying to 
deliver on behalf of the 
local community. 

Engage with town 

To develop such a plan, 
we will need to fully en¬ 
gage with the community, 
and also the local parish 
councils, district and 
county councils. If we are 
to fully engage, in the best 
interests of the town, with 
WDDC, EDDC and DCC, 
we will need to improve 
our links and our working 
relationships with these 
bodies. 

I am a great believer in 
using what is to hand, not 
duplicating activities or 
trying to reinvent the 
wheel. With this in mind, 
the excellent work already 
done by Lyme Regis De¬ 
velopment Trust and 
Lyme Forward on the 
Local Area Plan, and the 
update process currently 
on-going, should form 
part of this process. 

As you will be aware, a 
number of us shared costs 
and minimised environ¬ 
mental impact, by putting 


out a single leaflet during 
the election. Within that 
leaflet we made a number 
of commitments - some of 
those are addressed by the 
themes I have already out¬ 
lined. I would now like to 
briefly touch on some 
specifics. 

Need for skatepark 

The skatepark - this is 
something that the youth 
of our town have waited 
far too long for, to such an 
extreme effect that when 
in the near future we open 
a skatepark for the town, 
some of those people who 
originally campaigned for 
one will see their children 
benefit from it! 

There are a lot of people 
who live in the town and 
who visit that think it was 
real shame that the small 
facility in the Lister Gar¬ 
dens was removed and 
never replaced at the time 
of the coastal works, as it 
provided an excellent fa¬ 
cility for the youth of the 
town and visitors alike. 
However we must move 
on, and another site has 
been identified in Char- 
mouth Road Car Park, 
largely due to the diligent 
work of a very small num¬ 
ber of councillors from the 
previous council. 

I have discussed with 
Councillors Campbell and 
Jenkin what needs to be 
done to move this forward. 
They have reinstated the 
Skatepark Working Group 
to fully consult the youth 
of the town on how they 
want their facility to look. 
From this, I want us to 
very shortly be moving to 
lodge a planning applica¬ 
tion with the district coun¬ 
cil to move the project 
forward as soon as we pos¬ 
sibly can. 

Make no mistake, we 
will honour our commit¬ 
ment to provide a 
skatepark. I am aware that 
there may still be some 
who doubt the value of 
this project - to them I 
make this commitment; I 
am willing to meet with 
them to discuss their con¬ 
cerns. 

I do believe however, 
that our youth are the fu¬ 
ture of our town and 
should not be seen as a mi¬ 
nority group. They need 
our time, our engagement, 
our commitment and the 
full support of this council. 

Moving on to issues that 
affect the built environ¬ 
ment of our town. Traffic 
is a major and growing 
problem in our town and 
under Councillor Anita 
Williams’ chairmanship I 
want us to develop the role 
of the Planning Committee 
to plan for the town in the 
wider sense. 

With an increased remit, 
I want the Planning Com¬ 
mittee to see how we can 


deal with these issues. 
This will include how we 
manage the problems in 
Broad Street and around 
Cobb Gate, and our so- 
called car-free sea front, 
and also how we ensure 
that there is adequate and 
affordable parking for res¬ 
idents. I will provide more 
detail on this at our next 
meeting. 

Our seafront is our 
“shop window” to the 
world, and its importance 
to the town cannot be 
under estimated. We need 
to use the opportunity of 
the completion of the tri¬ 
partite agreement to de¬ 
velop a strategy for its 
management. This will 
need to take into account 
the outstanding land issues 
at the Monmouth Beach 
end, and also how we 
manage the refurbished 
Marine Parade. 

We need to involve all 
concerned, including our 
local traders and clubs, to 
ensure we develop a plan 
that will protect and de¬ 
velop this vital resource. 

One of the really big is¬ 
sues in our town, blighting 
the lives of some of the 
most disadvantaged mem¬ 
bers of our community, is 
the lack of affordable 
housing. For sake of clar¬ 


ity, let me be clear when I 
talk about affordable 
housing -1 mean housing 
for rent. We need to work 
with all groups to review 
how we can increase this 
type of housing. The lack 
of it is forcing our young 
families either to live in 
unsatisfactory conditions 
or leave town, this cannot 


continue. A priority of this 
council must be to do all 
in its power to ensure that, 
as soon as possible, new 
houses are provided for 
our young families. 

Finally we receive a lot 
of feedback that our town 
is not being kept as clean 
and tidy as it was in the 
past and as we should all 
like to see it. We received 
a lot of complaints about 
the woeful state of public 
toilets and I believe that 
steps taken by the previ¬ 
ous council will hopefully 
address this situation, but 
we must continue to mon¬ 
itor this closely, and to 
work with WDDC to en¬ 


sure this service is avail¬ 
able when needed, and is 
provided to a high stan¬ 
dard. 

There is much that needs 
to be done to improve 
cleanliness and minor 
maintenance issues 
around the town. To this 
end, I am recommending 


that the incoming chair of 
Operational Management, 
as a priority, take the lead 
on this. This will be a 
complex task and, as with 
the subject of traffic, there 
are a lot of shared respon¬ 
sibilities between the 
town, district and county, 
but it’s something that 
needs doing if we are to 
bring the town up to the 
standards I think we all 
want to see. 

We are about to open the 
new shelters development 
and the high standards de¬ 
livered by this project 
should be seen as the 
benchmark for the rest of 
the town. By that I do not 


mean we need to throw 
money at these issues, 
more that we should en¬ 
sure that the rest of the 
seafront and our town 
looks as good as I am sure 
the shelters will. To do this 
we need to develop a 
rolling maintenance plan 
to fit in with improved at¬ 
tention to detail regarding 
day-to-day issues, such as 
keeping our town clean 
and tidy. 

I am confident that the 
new chairman will be 
fully supported in this by 
the deputy town clerk, as 
the line manager of our 
works staff, and by those 
staff themselves. 

There is much to do, and 
I look forward to working 
with you all over the next 
four years to get it done. I 
am new to this role and 
welcome input and sup¬ 
port from all members, of¬ 
ficers and council staff. 

I will keep talking to the 
people of our town to 
make sure we are repre¬ 
senting their interests, and 
hope you will engage with 
me to ensure that respect, 
openness and co-operation 
are the principles that 
guide the work of this 
council.

EVENT OF THE WEEK... 


■ WHEN I went down to the Cobb on Sunday 
morning I could not help thinking that any for¬ 
eign visitors to Lyme could have been forgiven for 
thinking they had landed on the wrong side of the 
channel. 

For they were greeted by a line of 407 people 
singing "Frere Jacques" on the sea wall made famous 
by Meryl Streep in the film "The French Lieutenant's 
Woman". 

It was, of course, the very clever idea, which 
stemmed from the Woodroffe School, of creating a 
new world record for the most people singing the 
classic French children's song to promote The Hub's 
attempt to win £60,000 in the Jubilee People's Mil¬ 
lions. With the 407 supporters braving the rain (it 


poured down just as Marcus and Diana Dixon from 
the Development Trust and town crier Phil Street, 
started the singing but they kept going, frantically en¬ 
couraged by Hub project leader Fran Williams. 

Lyme now has a great opportunity of winning 
£60,000 for The Hub by phoning a special number 
next Tuesday. That number will not be released until 
9am that day and an army of volunteers are being re¬ 
cruited to make sure the number is known by the 
widest possible audience in and around Lyme. 

Everyone can phone ten times from as many differ¬ 
ent phones as they can access. I am told that to be 
sure of winning we need possibly as many as 10,000 
calls to beat Portland Gig Club to the booty. 

Come on, we can do it! 


ensure there are no pre¬ 
determination issues in 
the job of representing 
Lyme on West Dorset 
District Council. 

In the past it has al¬ 
ways been the case that 
new councillors would 
get their knees brown 
before taking on the role 
of chairing a committee. 

This has particularly 
been the case with the 
appointment of chair¬ 
man of the main deci¬ 
sion-making committee - 
now called Strategy and 
Policy. This chairman¬ 
ship has always gone to 
one of the council’s most 
senior and experienced 
members. 

In fact, I can’t remem¬ 
ber a new councillor 
ever getting this job 
within days of being 
elected, but that’s the 
fate that has fallen to 
Mark Gage. 


You will note, how¬ 
ever, in our 60 Seconds 
interview on page two, 
that Mark has had previ¬ 
ous local government 
experience, having 
served as a councillor in 
West London for eight 
years. So he’s no 
stranger to local govern¬ 
ment. 

Mark took the opportu¬ 
nity at his first meeting 
as chairman of Strategy 
and Policy last week to 
read a statement which 
laid out his vision for 
the future of the town 
council. 

It was well prepared 
and presented, despite 
the fact that my mobile 
phone went off (unfor- 
giveable) half way 
through possibly the 
most important speech 
Mark has made for some 
time. 

Mark, clearly aware 
that there has been 
some animosity between 
the new and the old 
guard, recognised the 
great contribution that 
the former councillors 
who were not returned 
to office in last month’s 
election had made to the 
running of the town 
over the years. But he 


made it clear that a 
new dawn was rising 
and that he expected 
the new council to pull 
together and deliver 
the agenda for change 
the town demanded 
through the ballot box. 

It was also a bold and 
brave statement in 
places, with a commit¬ 
ment given that the 
new council will de¬ 
liver the skatepark for- 
which the young people 
of Lyme have waited so 
long. 

You can read Mark’s 
statement in full on 
page 12 and there are 


many who will be en¬ 
couraged by what he 
has to say. 

If I had to mark it I 
would give Mark 8+ out 
of ten. 

Making such a state¬ 
ment was certainly a 
departure from the 
norm, with the mayor 
usually laying out the 
agenda for the future. 

But Sally Holman will 
have the chance to set 
out her stall for the 
next couple of years at 
the ancient mayor¬ 
making ceremony in 
the Guildhall tomorrow 
(Thursday) evening.

T he South West Region Pistol Squad aims to develop our future Champions by feeding talented shooters into the Team 
England National Pistol Squad and Team GB Pistol Squad. 

Over the past 7-months our dedicated team of volunteers have been preparing the ground for the arrival of athletes. This has 
been a period of personal development and strategic planning; with most recently the appointment of a Regional Pistol Squad 
Manager. Alongside the Regional Squad we are establishing Development Squads across the Region, the first of these is at 
Plymouth College. 

For our training, we are fortunate to have the use of the Target Sports Centre, Charmouth, Dorset; which currently has two 
ranges housed in an all weather structure that used to be the A35 road tunnel before the Charmouth bypass was constructed. 

There is a cafe, training room and gunsmiths on site. In the New Tear two new 10om ranges will be available for use, one of 
which will be formatted for competition, making it ideal for training. 

This facility is made available by the generosity of the owner Richard Clist who is also a key member of our coaching team. We 
are also grateful to RUAG for sponsorship with RWS ammunition. 

SWRPS has six coaches, one of who is an ISSF Judge and all are experienced and successful shooting competitors with NSRA 

coaching qualifications. 

All of the hard work culminated in the Squad’s first training weekend on 2i st -22 nd May. Thirteen athletes signed up to join 
SWRPS, comprising juniors and seniors from different walks of life and shooting experience. Nonetheless, all of our Squad share 
a common ambition to compete at the highest levels. 

SWRPS is a training academy and as such is a transit camp between club level competition and Team England. We believe that 
an athlete’s motivation, ambition and willingness to learn are more important than their current ability when they join the Squad. 
One of our athletes, Simon Gibbard, began training in January following a 13-year break from pistol shooting. Simon has worked 
hard and entered his first competition at the BPC meeting in April achieving 4th place with a score of 547 ex 600 in precision 
Air Pistol and 4th place in the 25m Rapid Fire event. He is applying to join the British Pistol Club having achieved a qualifying 
score at his first competition and we will be introducing him to Tom Redhead, National Coach, as a rising star. Andy Coleman, 
another of our athletes achieved a 1st place and Gold medal at the recent Okehampton meeting with a score of 512 ex 600. 
Another success came with a junior pistol shooter, Mollie Hansford, who is being trained by a SWRPS Coach, when she recently 
won her Pony Club Tetrathlon event with a Personal Best. 

At this first weekend, we focused on the precision pistol 
technique and the Squad were provided with a training plan, 
which is a composite of ideas from Lanny Bassham, Tom Redhead and 
the NSRA. We coached them in the Workcycle for precision pistol shooting developed by Tom Redhead and used with the 
Team England National Squad and now published in the new NSRA Pistol Instructors Manual. They worked hard over the 
two-days and all of the Squad showed improvements in their performances and finished the weekend refreshed and inspired. 

SWRPS is a Training Academy and as such we are working with our athletes to develop and hone their skills in preparation for 
them trying out for Team England. One of the routes they 
the delight of our athletes. 

On the Sunday, we were joined by the first of our experts who taught the Squad the benefits of nutrition for improving 
performance as well as general health and well being. Our other experts include a Physical Fitness Trainer, Sports Masseur and 
Optometrist; all of whom will be invited to deliver learning at future training weekends.

F.A.O all cleaners - be aware of the 
dangers associated with your job! 

I f you are a cleaner or an employer employing a cleaner you Two cases were brought to the Health and Safety Executive's at- 
1 would do well to pay attention to this article because it could tention to demonstrate this issue well, 
save you from being sued. One company were found to have a cleaner who was using fairy 

liquid to clean a floor simply because it was inconvenient for the 
cleaner to use the proper cleaning product which was located else¬ 
where in the building. Hence people were slipping at a very alarm¬ 
ing rate. This danger was then remedied by storing the right 
product on each floor in the building so the cleaner was able to ac¬ 
cess the proper product when required. 

Another Fast Food Company who was indeed very proactive re¬ 
garding cleaning and Health and Safety matters were found to have 
caused the exact opposite result they had hoped to have achieved. 
This was because they mopped up a spillage about the size of a 
fifty-pence piece along with the surrounding area and then rung 
the mop out and mop dried the areas again. A test was carried out 
and it was found that the dry mopped area took seven minutes to 
dry during which the floor was still very slippery. A paper towel 
would have sufficed in this instance and would have eliminated the 
danger. 

Cleaners and companies that employ cleaners need to realise that 
they have a duty of care to anyone who could be reasonably viewed 
to be affected by their actions, whether it be work colleagues, cus¬ 
tomers, contract workers, delivery and postal workers or others. 
Cleaners who are employed should realise that they can be found 
personally liable under Tort law for breach of a duty of care, even if 
it is more likely that the company they work for will be liable under 
the rules of vicarious liability. Anyone involved in cleaning work (ei¬ 
ther directly or indirectly) whether you are an employee, supervisor, 
manager, or contract cleaner need to realise the potential legal is¬ 
sues regarding their actions. If in any doubt as to whether a hazard 
exists, those responsible must take reasonable steps such as: using 
warning signs, notifying line managers, or even if just a verbal com¬ 
munication to anyone who could be affected by a potential risk 
such as work colleagues or customers. If you have any doubts 
please contact the Health and Safety Executive for further guidance.

Something French 
to launch debut 


HAVING made a name for themselves around the area's pubs and clubs over 
the last few months, local three-piece Something French are readying the 
release of their debut CD, Runaway.

Title track'Runaway' is up next. For me it's the strongest track; with jarring 
guitars and Rob Larcombe’s infec¬ 
tious bass line, Ben Gooding's in¬ 
dustrial strength drums only make 
the tune even better. If the band 
had opted to go with a single in¬ 
stead of an EP, this would undoubt¬ 
edly have been track one. 

All in all a great introduction to a 
band clearly gagging to get back 
into the studio to lay down an ever 
increasing bag of original material.

Eyes that love you, arms that hold, 

And for your spirit's still delight,

Spend all you have for loveliness, 

Buy it and never count the cost; 

For one white singing hour of peace 
Count many a year of strife well lost, 

And for a breath of ecstasy 
Give all you have been, or could be.

New Hardy Players perform Tess of the D'Urbervilles 


THE New Hardy Players' production of "Tess of the 
D'Urbervilles" marks the 120th anniversary of the publica¬ 
tion of the novel. 

Since 2005 the New Hardy Players, based in Dorchester, 
have adapted and performed four ofThomas Hardy's major 
novels, two of his short stories and a play about his life. 

Their latest production, which will be their seventh, was 
especially requested by the group's president, Mrs Norrie 
Woodhall (nee Bugler), who performed in the 1924 produc¬ 
tion with the original Hardy Players. 

Mrs Woodhall, now 105, was directed by Hardy herself and 
instigated the new group in 2004 to perform for her 100th 
birthday. 

The tragedy "Tess of the D'Urbervilles", written in 1891, fol¬ 
lows the ancient Dorset D'Urberville family, which has fallen 
into poverty, and their daughter Tess, played by Emma Hill 
from Puddletown, who is sent out to find employment and 
recognition with an aristocratic namesake. Good and bad 
suitors change Tess'life, which follows a complicated and 
tragic path. 

Beaminster, called Emminster in Hardy's novels, features 
in the story, as well as Bridport, named Port Bredy, where 


Tess moves to take up employment on a farm after her sep¬ 
aration from her husband of just a few hours. 

This adaption of the novel has been directed by New 
Hardy Players member Devina Symes. She and several other 
members appeared in the recently released film "From Tim 
to Time", directed by Dorset based Lord Julian Fellowes and 
starring Dame Maggie Smith and Timothy Spall. 

A strong cast brings this 2011 adaption of Hardy's novel to 
life, with authentic costumes and some good Dorset accents 
and phrases, along with music of the period.

'Rob Gerrard FRGS, son of Brigadier BJ.D. Gerrard DSO 
who commanded The Gordon Highlanders, was edu¬ 
cated in Britain and commissioned into the British army,

T his is the second 
time I've visited 
the Bridge 
House. Each time was 
met with interest and 
raised eyebrows from 
colleagues and friends, 
such is the reputation 
forming around the 
Beaminster Brasserie - 
the restaurant nestled 
within the 700 year- 
old hotel. A reputation 
bolstered in recent 
days with it receiving a 


second AA rosette. 

Each time a visit to 
their website and a re¬ 
view of its menu ex¬ 
cites the palette and 
culinary curiosity. Par¬ 
ticular highlights of 
the fine dining menu 
at the time included 
snails quiche Lorraine; 
squid ink risotto; five 
spiced duck. Lyme Bay 
crab and tiger prawn 
ravioli; home smoked 
venison and Lyme Bay

Lobster; pressed wild 
rabbit rillette. 

Fine dining at this 
standard is always 
more of an event - 
wondering how the 
Michelin trained chefs 
imaginative dishes will 
sate the senses. The 
only problem with the 
menu is choosing just 
one plate per course. 

On arrival Lucy and I 
are shown through to 
the public rooms and 
take the weight off our 
feet on animal skin 
draped chairs. Recent 
refurbishment has 
made the lounge 
room quaint and relax¬ 
ing, like that of a coun¬ 
try home. We are 
handed the dinner 
menu and shortly after 
a glass of crisp and re¬ 
freshing chardon- 
nay, a perfect ~ 
tonic to the heat ^ 
of the summer 
as we make our¬ 
selves cosy. 


Shortly after order¬ 
ing the waitress sur¬ 
prises us with two 
Hors d'oeuvre each. I 
am pleasantly sur¬ 
prised with firstly with 
the delicate flavour of 
the goat's cheese then 
the crisp texture from 
the fried crab balls 
with chilli sauce. 

The waitress then re¬ 
turns to lead us to the 
Georgian panelled 
Dining Room and sits 
us at a table with 
starched, white table¬ 
cloths and napkins. We 
nibble on the delicious 
homemade bread and 
wait anxiously in the 
contemporary and 
luxurious room for our 
starters. 

My Carpaccio of yel¬ 
low fin tuna is the very 
essence of a summer 
plate, nes¬ 
tled 


in the middle of 
mango and papaya 
cubes, mange tout 
and a coconut milk 
sauce. The chef's eye 
for colour and detail is 
as finely imagined as a 
Monet watercolour. 
The red head is not so 
enamoured by the 
sauce, but tucks in to 
her seafood starter: 
sauteed Lyme Bay 
scallops, crispy squid, 
squid ink risotto, vine 
tomato and hazelnut 
and chive citrus butter. 

This, she assures me 
was the best option. I 
have to agree as I fork 
a selection of scallop 
and butter into my 
mouth. The scallop is 
moist and fleshy and 
the butter compli¬ 
ments it perfectly with 
a crunch of hazel¬ 
nut. The 


risotto is perfectly 
cooked, offering both 
texture and a delicate 
taste of the sea. 

So if the red head's 
starter was the entree 
of choice for us, then 
my main -or Plat Prin¬ 
cipal - of Madras 
crusted loin of lamb, 
scrag Rogan Josh, 
crispy lime and corian¬ 
der sweet bread, 
turmeric, cardamom 
rice and cucumber ri- 
atta was the star turn. 

My plate contained 
THE best Indian food I 
have ever tasted. The 
Rogan Josh's delicate 
mix of herbs was bal¬ 
anced, the lamb ten¬ 
der and as your taste 
buds danced with 
joy heat

and as your taste buds 
danced with joy heat 
from the chillies rose 
upon your palette 
making your face flush 
but not so much as to 
have you lunging for 
the water. The rice, 
more like a risotto, is 
wonderful as is the 
madras lamb. The 
sweet bread, cooked 
in a lime and coriander 
batter, is another sign 
of the head chefs tal¬ 
ent. 

The redhead's Tagli- 
atelle, nage of wild 
mushrooms, broad 
beans and peas, shav¬ 
ings of Parmesan and 
white truffle oil is well 
executed if not a little 
greasy. Everything is 
cooked to perfection, 
but is very much what 
you would expect. 

Despite our sated ap¬ 
petite - a look at the 
Desserts et Fromages 
menu convinces us we 
can still squeeze in a 


little more. 

My strawberry and 
white chocolate 
cheesecake is deli¬ 
ciously creamy and 
bursting with the taste 
of the summer fruit 
and is complimented 
by the space dust 
marshmallow, which 
fizzes on the tongue.

HEAVY rain on Friday put paid to the majority of 
cricket on Saturday. Of the local sides that played 
Beaminster looked to be heading for a second suc¬ 
cessive win before PooleTown's Nick Williams struck 
a winning half century. 

Bridport were on the wrong end of two century 
makers after Mark Smith asked Cerne Valley to bat, 
whilst Pete Tucker's young Dorchester 3rds got the 
first reality check after three successful seasons 
when they were dismissed for just 37 all out. 

Sunday saw better weather and better results with 
wins for Symene, Charlton Down, their first of the 
season, and Broadwindsor.

Poole Town 2nd 159-8 beat 
Beaminster 156-6 by two wickets 

AFTER an excellent unbroken partnership of 66 be¬ 
tween skipper Ross Baker and Hugh Rathbone had 
seen Beaminster set a challenging total of 156-6 
after recovering from 90-6. 

They appeared to be set for a second successive 
victory after they had reduced their hosts to 80-6. 
However Nick Williams ruined their chances with an 
unbeaten half-century to see Poole 2nds home. 

Poole had no hesitation in putting Beaminster into 
bat on a green pitch with damp patches after win¬ 
ning the toss.

Baker (3-28) bowled his full allocation of overs 
Poole reached 45-3 and, with Murray Legg also ap¬ 
plying pressure, that became 51-5. 

Quinn (14) and Williams progressed that score to 
80 before Legg (3-52) trapped him leg before. At 80- 
6 Beaminster looked like they were heading for suc¬ 
cessive victories but Nick Williams (52 not out) used 
all of his experience to guide Poole to their target 
with one over remaining.

"As a consequence when it came to the 
finish he was tiring as he barely gets two 
miles, and couldn't make any impression 
on the leaders. 

"At Ffos Las we decided to hold him up 
in the pack and once again did pull hard 
and Nathan (Sweeney) struggled to settle 
him. However he kept galloping to the 
finish and did much better. 

"The winner was rated at something like 
131 so it was quite competitive, but he 
jumped well and beat a couple of nice 
horses. 

"The object is to try to get him to settle 
early on and hold him up and to come 


with one run at the end." 

He is scheduled to return to Ffos Las to¬ 
morrow (Thursday) along with Culahill, 
to see if there is improvement. 

Culahill made it 11 out of 12 top three 
finishes when he claimed an excellent 
second behind Montana Gold at the same 
meeting. 

Sweeney brought the nine-year-old to 
challenge the leader four fences from 
home and they battled it out neck and 
neck until after the final fence where the 
Buckler horse finally gave way under a 
stone more weight and went down by 1 % 
lengths. 

"He ran a cracking race," said Scott. "He 
was beaten by a horse that went point-to- 
pointing a year ago having had a good 
run of success over national hunt rules.
